New Plan For Distribution — 
of Coal Effective Monday 


FOR MORE THAN MONTH | 


The plan which will be submitted to 
the coal meeting Sunday night and to 
be put into effect Monday morning, 
was outlined by Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey to Atlanta Fue! Administrator 
Henry Kennedy Saturday. This plan, 
the governor stated, was agreed upon 
at the conference of the executive com- 
mittee of the state council of defense 
with Dr. L. G. Hardman, state fuel ad- 
ministrator, Friday night. 


The plan is as follows: 

First: Mr. Kennedy is to select three 
to five men to assist him in carrying 
out the program as arranged by the 
state fuel administrator, after confer- 
ence with the executive committee of 
the council of defense. 

Second: Headquarters of Local Ad- 
ministrator Kennedy and this commit- 
tee will be in the city hall. on Mari- 
etta street. All people desiring coal 
must come to the city hall and place 
their order with Mr. Kennedy, or his 
committee. Until the emergency now 
existing is relieved, each and every 
family will be entitled to not more than 
one-half ton. No amount will be sold 
less than one-fourth ton, because the 
dealers are required in each and every 
instance to make deliveries. Anyone 
not taking and paying for as much as 
one-fourth ton must procure their sup- 
ply from the peddlers, who will be li- 
censed and routed to sell coal at 35 
cents per basket of sixty pounds. 


Exceptions Are Made. 


Note the following exceptions: 

If there be any person who cannot 
purchase coal from a peddler, and who 
has not the money with which to pur- 
chase one-fourth ton, then this case 
that

trator, an exceptional case, and by a 
special permit in these cases only, will 
delivery be permitted at the yard, this 
being done to meet the emergency cre- 
ated by reason of the inability of the 
purchaser to purchase the minimum 
amount which, in all fairness to the 
dealer, must be delivered by the con- 
sumer. 

Except as above noted, no coal ts to 
be delivered to any purchaser at the 
yards except the peddlers, who shal! 
be licensed and regulated by the coal 
administrator, and who will have the 
right to sell coal on a certain route, 
and in any quantity that he may deter- 
mine, but in no event for a price tn 
excess of that stipulated by the local 
administrator, as heretofore indicated. 

Every family is to be served in the 


order in which they come, numbers he- ! 


ing issued to each person in the order 
in which they apply. and the coal to be 
delivered by the dealers in the order in 
which the numbers are issued. No pri- 
orities of any character to be given in 
any case except by special order of the 
administrator where affidavit as to 
sickness is shown, except that the pri- 
orities now existing by virtue of the 
red and blue cards issued will be num- 
bered and given priority over numbers 
which will be issued under the new 
plan beginning Monday morning at 7 
o'clock. 
Work of Coal Dealers. 


The coal men are to occupy a room 
adjoining that set aside at the city 
hall for Administrator Kennedy, and 
are there to be supplied with tele- 
phones, and are to give orders to the 
yard nearegt to the purchaser of th: 
coal, thus enabling the consumer to 
be supplied most expeditiously, and 
with the least inconvenience to the 
dealer. The administrator dealing not 
with individual coal men, but with the 
collection as an entity, leavine the 
coal men, after the money is paid to 
a treasurer, to be designated and ase- 
lected by them, to act as a clearing 
house to get the coal out to the peo- 
ple, without necessitating the people 
to go therefor to the coal vards. This 
system will relieve the people of the 
necessity of going to the various ecnal 
vards in the city, and will insure 
everybody being served tn the order 
in which he places application for the 
coal. The coal, in everv instance, must 
be paid for at the office of the city 
administrator. 

Coal will be diverted from one deal- 
er to other dealers (that is to say. old 
dealers: no new dealers will be sun- 
plied), so as to enable all coal deal- 
ers, so long as there is anv coal for 
distribution. to keep their teams busy 


delivering coal for which orders have, 


been issued. Onlv that amount of coal, 
however, will be diverted which 
dealer to whom it is diverted is capa- 
ble of handling. 
Will Submit Statement. 
Every morning, each dealer in 

city of Atlanta will be required 
submit to the city administrator 
statement as to the amount of coal 
actually in his yards, and susceptible 
of being delivered to the consumers, 
and orders during that day will be 
taken for delivery of the entire ton- 
nage in the yards, it being understood 
that coal for domestic purposes is to 
be given priority, except in those few 
special instances where the law other- 
wise provides, and just as soon as cards 
have been issued for every pound of

coal known to be in the yards, dealers | 


and consumers will! be put upon no- 
tice that the supply for that day has 
been exhausted, and that while thetr 
order will be taken and filed, and i:}l- 
ed as soon as there is any coal avail- 
able, yet it must be understood by the 
public that if {t is impossible for the 
dealers to get the coal they cannot ex- 
pect to be supplied. 

This plan will insure everybody be- 
ing treated alike, favoritism eing 
shown to no one. In the event that any 
coal dealer shall refuse in any respect 
to conform to the regulations hereby 
prescribed, to meet the emergency now 
existing, coal consigned to him will 
be diverted to those coal dealers who 
will co-operate in carrying out this 
plam Apartment houses, hospitals, or- 
hanages and other institutions will

These regulations do not apply to 
anthracite coal, but cover bituminous 
coal adapted to domestic purposes. 

Industrial Concerns. 

The plan further contemplates that 
industrial concerns which are supply- 
ing coal to their employees shall con- 
tinue to sell them coal, and the city 
administrator shall continue to supply 
the industrial plants for this purpose. 

It is belleved that thus the delivery 
of some of the coal will be facilitated 
and the employees who need the fuel 
will be aided by their employers in 
financing their purchases, Should it be 
found that any euch industria] institu- 
tion, however, has more than enough 
coal for the supply of its employees, 
the city administrator shall confiscate 
the excess supply. 


AMERICAN SHIP OUTPUT 
SHOWS RAPID INCREASE 


Washington, January 13.—America’s 
merchant ship production in 1917 is 
put at $01,223 gross tons, in reports 
made to the shipping board. This was 
nearly double that of 1916 and almost 
half of the world’s output of 1,899,943 
tons that year. 


Figures showin 
countries in 1917 
ed in this country, but shipping board 
officials believe America led the world 
in tonnage output. England and Japan, 
they said, probably were the only coun- 
tries that increased their production 
over that of 1916. 

Sinkings by submarines in 1917 are 
renerally reckoned at 6,000,000 tons, 
probably about as much tonnage as was 
built. England now ig building ships 
at a fast rate, and Japan also has in-

The vessels will be cut in half this 
winter and will be removed through 
‘the Welland canal and reassembled 
when navigation is resumed in the 
spring. Already 43 ships have been 
brought out.

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Are Exonerated in Findings 
After Thorough Investigation

Governor ‘Hugh M. Dorsey Saturday 
night made public the report of the 
findings of the three days’ coal probe 
of the executive committee of the state 
counsel] of defense which closed last 
Friday night, after reviewing and in- 
vestigating the charges of Rev. J. W. 
Ham and others to the effect that rail- 
roads and coal men have been in collu- 
sion to hide coal from the consumers 
and that coal men have been discrim- 
inatory in their distribution of coal. 

The committee holds out no hope for 
relief for some months to come from 
the conditions bringing about the coal 
shortage. | 

Georgia has not been discriminated 
against, compared with other states, 
the committee finds, but certainly has 
fared no better than other states. 

No Foundation for Charges. 

The committee found that the charges 
of collusion between employees of the 
railroads and coal dealers are without 
foundation. On the contrary, the com- 


mittee is convinced that, though handi-| 


capped by lack of motive power, the 
railroads are deserving of commenda- 
tion for the earnestness with which 
they have sought to relieve the public 
in this emergency. And as for the coal 
men, the committee thinks they have 
made every reasonable effort to have 


coal delivered to them. 

The evidence produced 
committee led them to 
that allegations that coal men 
shown favoritism in distributing coal 
are not wholly unfounded, but that 
this is almost necessary in conducting 
the business unless the supply of coal 
is placed under control of the federal 
administrator, which plan is suggested 
in the report and which is to be put 
into effect in Atlanta Monday morning. 

As to overcharges and other viola- 
tions of the law and the rules of the 
fuel administration, the committee i6 
of the opinion that there may have 
been a few such violations, although 
the report states the evidence | 
duced before the committee ‘was not 
conelusive on this point. The fuel ad- 
ministration controf of fuel recommend- 
ed by the committee is designed also 
to take care of. this condition. 

The committee finds no occasion to 
censure the fuel administration, be- 
lieving that the administration has 
done as well as it could under the ab- 
normal circumstances facing it.

Coal From Schools. 


Mayor Candler, who had made an ear- 
ly morning trip to several of the yards, 
saw this condition and gave orders that 
every school should be turned into a 
temporary coal yard to relieve the sit- 
uation. Clerks from the various de- 
partments of the city hall were hurried- 
ly sent to the schools and word was sent 
around in the neighborhood of 
schools that coal could be had at the 
rate of 30 cents per hundred pounds. 
In a short time thousands of people 
who were unable to get a larger amount 
delivered from the coal] companies took 
advantage of this opportunity and all 
day Saturday at nearly every school in 
the city people could be seen carrying 
sacks of the precious coal or hauling 
it in baby carriages or children’s ex- 
press wagons. The school “coal yards” 
will be opened again today to supply 
emergency needs, but no more than 306 
cents worth of coal will be sold to any 
one person. 

Mayor Issues Appeal. 

Late in the afternoon, after a hasty 
canvass of the situation, Mayor Can- 
dler found that there would still be 
hundreds of families without coal to- 
day, in spite of all the efforts that had 
been made to distribute it. He imme- 
diately gave orders that all ublic 
buildings should be kept heated during 
the dav and kept open for the benefit of 
the public and also appealed to all 
churches and the managers of the large 
downtown office buildings to keep open 
during the day in order that people 
without coal may have places of refuge 
to escape from the cutting attacks of 
Jack Frost.

Following an order from Mayor Asa 
G. Candler which placed the fuel sup- 
plies: of the various’ Atlanta school 
buildings at the disposal of the public 
in order to prevent suffering that 
might come to those who could not 
procure coal from any other source, and 
anticipating that this demand would 
exhaust the coal now in the bing of 
| the school buildings, Superintendent 
J. C. Wardlaw, of the Atlanta schools, 
Saturday afternoon issued a proclama- 
tion closing the schools of the city for 
a week. 


The proclamation of Superintendent 
Wardlaw follows: 


By virtue of the authority grant- 
ed by council, Mayor Candler Sat- 
urday at noon took over the coal 
Supply in the bins of the public 
schools and ordered the same to be 
sold in small uantities to per- 
sons in need of fuel, under the di- 
rection of representatives of the 
city in each school district. The 
janitors of the public’ schools 
were therefore instructed to keep 
the buildings warm on Saturday 
afternoon and evening and on Sun- 
day, in order that the buildings 
might be comfortable for those 
waiting to be served as they might 
come to purchase coal. 

It is probable that the demand for 
fuel, under the plan devised by city 
authorities, may, therefore, exhaust 
the supply of coal in the public 
schools by Monday. 

After consultation with the 
mayor and members of the board 
of education Saturday afternoon, 
it was decided to close the public 
schools of the city for one week, 
beginning Monday, January 4, fur- 
ther announcement to be made as 
developments warrant. lit is there- 
fore ordered that the schools do not 
open’ on Monday, or until further 
notice. The janitors will remain 
on duty on Sunday and on Monday 
at least, and the principals of the 
schools are requested to go to their 
respective schools on Monday morn- 
ing and report to the office 6f the 
superintendent, so that further di- 
rections may be given. 

It developed Saturday that a number 
of draymen had increased their prices 
for hauling coal from $1 for a half-ton 
load to $2, $2.50 and in some cases §3, 
and several cases were reported where 
draymen had demanded pay in advance 
and had failed to deliver the coal. 


RUSSIA CONTINUES 
TO DISCUSS PEACE

the demand that the negotiations «be 
continued at Brest-Litovsk. 

The chairman of the Russian dele- 
gation said that, in full accord with 
their former resolution, the Russians 
desired to continue the peace nego- 
tiations, quite apart from the fact 
whether or not the entente powers 
participated. 

Trotzky said he had noted the state- 
ment of the central powers that the 
basis of a general peace as formulat- 
ed in their declaration of December 
27 was null and void and added: 

“We adhere to the principles of 
democratic peace as proclaimed by 
us.”’ 

Referring to the objection raised by 
the central powers that the transfer 
of the negotiations to Stockholm or 


some other neutral point requested by 
Russia‘might enable the entente na- 
tions to interfere, M. Trotzky said 
the Bolsheviki government has been 
consistent and -.independent in its 
peace policy and that there was no 
reason to assume e@ntente diplomacy 
would be able te oppose the conclu- 
sion of peace more successfully on 
neutral soil than in Petrograd. 
German Boasting. 

Moreover, M. Trotzky continued, the 
Russian delegation could not pass over 
another point which had been men- 
tioned by the German chancellor, 
Count von Hertling. 

“I refer,’ he said, “to the portion of 
Count von Hertling’s statement (be- 
fore the reichstag main committee) in 
which he referred, in addition to Ger- 
many’s just intentions, to Germany's 
powerful position (Machtstellung). 
The Russian delegation cannot deny, 
and does not intend to deny, that its 
country, owing to the policy of the 
classes until recently in power, has 
been weakened. But the world posi- 
tion of a country is not determined 
by its technical apparatus alone, but 
aiso by its inherent possibilities—as 
indeed, Germany's economic strength 
should not be judged by her present 
conditions and means of supply. 

“The Russian government, however, 
wrote the word peace at the head of its 
program. The great sympathies of 
the Russian people for the peoples of 
the allies strengthen the desire to at- 
tain the speediest peace based on an

understanding among the peoples. 

“To remove from the quadruple al- 
the 
negotiations on technical 
grounds, the Russian delegation  ac- 
cepts the demand to remain in Brest- 
Litovsk in order not to leave unutilliz- 
ed any possibility in the right for 
peace. In renouncing its proposal re- 
garding the transfer of negotiations 
to neutral soil, the Russian delegation 
proposes continuation of the negotia- 
tions.” 


Right of Free Speech. 


M. Trotzky said he considered it nec- 
essary to remove a misunderstanding 
which had arisen. He referred to the 
statement made at the previous sit- 
ting by Dr. von Kuehlmann, the Ger- 
man foreign minister, that the semi- 
official Russian agency had dissemi- 
nated a fictitious account of the reply 
made at the sitting on December 28 
by M. Joffe, of the Russian delegation. 
M. Trotzky said the official account of 
the sitting, as published in the German 
newspapers, reproduced accurately the 
apeech of M. Joffe and that the Rus- 
sian delegation was entirely ignorant 
of any real or fictitious telegrams on 
the subject such as those to which 
Dr. von KuehlImann_ referred. The 
epeaker said the matter would be in- 
vestigated and in the meantime he ex- 
pressed regret for a misunderstandin 
which was in no way connected wit 
the work of the delegation.

Entire Control of 

Fuel Supply in Hands of 
Local Administrator. 


Prior to his departure from the city 
Saturday afternoon, State Fuel Admin- 
istrator Hardman released to newspa- 
pers the following recommendations of 
the state fuel administrator: 

} J, The state fuel administrator of Georgia 
will ask the national fuel administrator, Dr. 
H. A. Garfield, to reauire all mine operators 


to make daily reports of all coal shipments 
to Georgia pointa. 

2. The state fuel administrator requests 
‘and directs the railroads operating in Geor- 
gia to give immediate notice of the arriva! 
of cdal shipments in Georgia to the local 
committeemen of the particular poirts. 
administrator recom- 
mends that there be a uniform price by all 
dealers in Atlanta on the several grades of 
bituminous coal; that such price be fixed 
by the local fuel administrator of Atlanta, 
and that the price will include delivery in 
all cases where possibile. 

4. The state fuel administrator earnestly 
recommends and advises the use of wood, 
where procurable, and that there be formed 
in the several counties of the state organi- 
zations for the purpose of obtaining wood 
and encouraging its use, that stoves be 
used where possible instead of grates and 
furnaces, thereby reducing the coal con- 
sumption et least 60 per cent. All local 
committees are advised and directed to see, 
as fear as may be, that this is done. 

5. No coal shall be sold in the city of At- 
lanta, except upon a permit issued by the 
local fuel administrator, under such rules, 
reguiations and forms as he may devise, 
which rules shall be so drawn and admin- 
istered as to provide that all coal shall be 
delivered in ths order of the application 
therefor without preference to any one, pro- 
vided, however, these regulations shall not 
interfere with those priorities permitted and 
required by the federal statutes.

By reading history biography and trav- 
el and by traveling one becomes best 
informed of things and countries and 
peoples; this is one kind of education.

A traveling man 
who improves the time spent in wait- 
ing for late trains in studying lan- 
guage or other subject could well mas- 
ter it. Idling, sossiping, loafing of 
every kind, constitute a great waste in 
a man’s lifetime, On the farms there 
are many, Many minutes that can be 
improved and especially the noon rests, 
the «srainy days and the winter eve- 
nings. It is said that one of our sen- 
ators from the south got his education 
from reading during noon rests during 
the long hot days of summer. 

While the hands, perhaps, ®lept, ly- 
ing flat on his back on a shady porch, 
he read, day in and day out, until work 
time arrived. As for rainy days, these 
can be improved in various ways in 
working about the farm, but many, 
instead of doing this needéd work or 
of reading, while away the time watch- 
ag it rain. How many have read 
“Rainy Days at Edgewood?” In this 
book our friend, Ik Marvel, author also 
of “Reveries of a Bachelor,” has giv- 
en us his thoughts when rainy days 
stopped the work on the farm. As 
for those who have educated them- 
selves by night study while working 
days—their name is legion. 

Now, as to the farmer, the winter 
evening is his best chance for such im- 
provement. Darkness brings the day 
to an early close; there is no neces- 


g, | 
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sity for rising quite as early as in the 
summer months; therefore, no need to 
retire as early—and thus. there is a 
long winter evening in which he has 
time in plenty for such reading and 
improvement, and in these days of free 
schools, when everyone has at least 
the rudiments of an education (a 
knowledge of reading), the farmer can 
get much enjoyment as well as bene- 
fit in educating himself by reading 
upon the subjects we have outlined 
and includi others, but certainly not 
excluding these. Many limit their 
reading to modern fictio#; this limits 
their education: a broad education calls 
for reading upon the widest range of 
subjects that one has the time and the 
opportunity to cover. We hope that 
many will improve their evenings for 
the next few weeks in reading. 


DO IT Now. 


nor will it be for some time yet. The 
“do it now” work refers to e plan- 
ning as to location of the new orchard, 
the selections of the varieties. for this 
or for filling in the skips in the old 
orchards, the ordering of the trées so 
that they may be sure to arrive in 

ood. time for planting. An orchard 
s one of the necessities of the farm 
an gconomic factor in the feeding of 
the family and a great benefit in 
maintenance of health of all those who 
partake of its fruit. We have not the 
command of language to give as we 
would like to give the merit and worth 
of an orchard and why no one should 
fail to set one out and to look after 
its upkeep. Throughout the entire 
south it is pogsible to have fruit and 
nuts of different varieties; these should 
be selected sa as togive as good a 
variety as possible and so that they 
will mature at different times that we 
may better enjoy the fruit. We give 
below some of the good varieties that 
have been well tested: 

Peaches—Victor, Alexander, 
flower, Carmen, Freensboro, 
Elberta, Heath Cling, Waddell, 
way. 

Apples—Red Astrachan, Early Har- 
vest, Yates and Terry. 

Pears—K eiffer. 

Pecans—Alley, Moneymaker, 
Tesche, Delmas, Stuart, Van 
Frotscher, Mobile, Nelson. 
' The nurseryman who quotes prices 
on these will be glad also to give you 
a recommendation as to variety to 
plant in your location. The varieties 
of apples we have given are for the 
lower Piedmont region; the coastal 
plain region is even less well adapted 
to the growing of apples, while in the 
upper Piedmont region and mountain 
region untold numbers of varieties will 
thrive. The vuari¢ties of peaches vary 
in‘' maturity from early June to late 
September. Pears are uncertain fruit 
and the trees very subject to attacks 
of blight. Giving unfavorable environ- 
ment s0 as to cause slow growth is the 
only safe treatment or preventative 
known; rapid growth gives soft wood, 
into which the blight readily enters. 

Caring for the Trees. 

When trees of any Kind are received 
from the nursery they demand immedi- 
ate attention; they have been packed 
So as to keep them moist for a short 
time, but sooner or later they will dry 
out unless attended to. If not to be 
set out at once they can be heeled in: 
this consists of excavating a small 
trench, placing the bundle 
with roots in trench.and tops running 
out at small angle from the ground; 
the roots are well covered with soil, 
then another bundle is put in overlap- 
ping the preceding and partly covered; 
then another until all are thus put 
down: in this manner a small amount

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of room for the roots, throwing back 
loose dirt into the hole before placing 
the tree into which the roots can easily 
penetrate. Where nothing better can 
be done, throw surface soil into the 
hole, setting the tree on this; compost- 
ed manure or even good leaf mold from 
the woods are good materials to use in 
bettering conditions for the young 
trees. Especially with pecan trees is 
it well to give a good roomy hole and 
to use plenty of the leaf mold or com- 
post, as these trees demand more mols- 
ture than ordinary fruit trees and the 
leaf moid or compost will aid the soils 
in the retention of this important plant 
food. Then when setting the trees it 
is we]l to set them justa trifle lower in 
the ground than they were in the nur- 
sery row, tamping the soll gently 
about the reots' until these are covered 
and well tamping from then until hole 
is filled. 

or Dix-affi Cotton for New 

Ground, 

A correspondent from the Georgia 
peach belt asks concerning the relative 
merits or qualifications of Webber and 
Dixafifi cotton for growing on new 
ground. We have had no experience 
that enables us to exactly answer the 
inquiry and give simply our’ opinion 
and freasons therefor. The Webber 
cotton originated in South Carolina and 
is rather a low wrowing cotton; the 
Dixafifi on the other hand origmated 
in south Georgia and has for one of 
its parents the Egyptian Mitafifi cot- 
ton, which was tall grewitng and late 
in maturing and from which it inhertts 
the former character to some degree 
and also the latter, though perbaps to 
even less degree. On rich land there 
might be a tendency on acgount of hav- 
ing plenty of nitrogen upon which to 
feed and better moisture. comditions 
for the Dixafifi cotton to grow 
and be better in maturing 
would under less favored environment: 
we think the tendency would be con- 
siderably more marked with this variety 
than it *would with the Webber and 
therefore should plant the Webber on 
the new land.

: A New Bulletin on the F eeding 


| Value of Velvet Beans. 


| The animal husbandry department of 
the Alabama experiment station has 
recently completed some experiments 
which were conducted for the purpose 
of determining the value of velvet 
beans as a feed for steers, dairy cattle 
and hogs. Part of the work was done 
under the provision of the local ex- 
periment law passed by the legislature 
of i911. The results of these experi- 
ments have just been published by the 
experiment station as’ Bulletin No. 198, 
The. bulletin consists of three prrts, 
.each part reporting the results 
separate and distinct experiment. The 
titles are as follows: 
' Part 1—Velvet Beans Compared 

With Cotton Seed Meal for Fattening 
Steers, 
| Part 2—Velvet Beans, Cotton Seed 
.Meal and Corn as Feeds for Dairy Cat- 
tle. 
| Part 3—Velvet Bean Pasture Com- 
'nared With Corn and Dried Blood; 
, Velvet Bean Meal Compared With Corn 
‘for Fatterniing Hogs. 

In one experiment with steers it was 
{found that one pound of cotton seed 
imeal took the place of 2.05 pounds of 
ivelvet beans in the pod. However, the 
‘steers receiving velvet beans required 
lonly approximately two-thirds as much 
isilagwe as the steers receiving cotton 
| aeed meal. 

On the basis of one of these experli- 
ments 2144 pounds of velvet beans with 
pods ground were equal in feeding 
value to 1 pound of good cotton seed 
meal as feed for dairy cattle. 

The experiment reported in part 3 
was conducted at Auburn on three lots 
of pigs. Lot 1 had only a mixture of 
corn, ten parts, and dried blood, one 
part. full ration, in dry let. Lot 2 had 
the same mixture, one-half ration, and 
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these lots made more rapi

These tests are borne out by results 
obtained at a number of state experi- 
ment stations. 
have been used.in tests at these sta- 
tions and the results show clearly that 
rapid gains are obtained with 
the self-feeder than b 
feeding methods, partly owin 
larger daily consumption of 
head and partly owing to the more effi- 
cient use of the grain fed. 


The marked success of the self-feed- 
ing system is largely due to the fact 
that the hogs may eat an abundance 
of those feeds which will nourish them 
to the best advantage. 
the average farmer will have as good 
results as the most expert hand feeder, 
and the results will be obtained at 
much less expense of time and labor. 
All the tests referred to show that the 
increased feed consumption and the 
more rapid daily gains are not made 
at the expense of efficient use of feed.

Self-Feeder for Hogs. 


The quickest, easiest and most eco- 
nomical method of fattening pigs, wfth 
the least expenditure of grain and la- 
bor, is through the use of self-feeders.

Dr. Frances Bradley, of the United 
States Child bureau, is at present in 
Georgia in conference with Dr. Aber- 
crombie, of the state healgA depart- 
ment, and with women lead@rs of or- 
ganizations working for public wel- 
fare, the purpose. of the conference 
being to unify forces for the conser- 
vation of the health of the children 
of the state through aid to the mother, 
both before and after its birth. 

Dr. Bradley was Miss Sage, of At- 
lanta, her father a pioneer Georgian, 
and she is the widow of the late Horace 
Bradley, of Atlanta, a distinguished 
artist and instructor. 

At the death of her husband she 
studied medicine, made a success of 
her profession, ‘and dirécted the educa- 
tion of her three daughters, two of 
them library specialists, holding im- 
portant positions in the north, another 
holding an educational position in 
Boston. 

Dr. Bradley became associated. with 
the United States Child bureau in 
Washington several years ago, and 
had charge of the child bureau depart- 
ment at the Panama exposition. Since 


then she has, in the same direction, 
done very valuable field work, and now 
comes to Georgia to offer aid to the 
public health department, in the con- 
servation of child life, especially in the 
rural districts, where the mother is 
cut off from communication with the 
world and its progress. 

Dr. Bradley, previous to her leaving 
for Washington, was chairman of the 
child welfare committee of the Georgia 
Federation of Women's Clubs, and a 
member of the various public health 
movements in the state. She, therefore, 
on her present important mission to 
Georgia, and her conference with the 
sfate health department, asked a con- 
ference with Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, 
| president of the Georgia Federation of 
, Women’s Clubs, and with Mrs. Samuel 
Inman, chairman of the woman’s com- 
mittee, Georgia division, Council of Na- 
tional Defense, of which all the wom- 
en's organizations in Georgia are an 
integral part.

fitness, and this from the element of 
men, too, who were willing to render 
service to their country. 

It was discovered that in a large 
percentage of cases their physical un- 
fitness was due to lack of care in their 
youth and preventable conditions, had 
they been dealt with intelligently from 
the health standpoint, said Dr. Bradley. 

“Hook worm, a disease irectly 
traceable to preventable conditions of 
polluted soil and insanitary living, was 
not the only expuression of disease due 
to ignorance of living. 

‘Diseases of the stomach and intes- 
tines which could have been prevented 
in the right care of the child, had be- 
comeé chronic, while in the case of men- 
tal defectives, many of them could have 
been prevented by treatment of the

“Rut it is where the woman is not 
easily reached that our work is to be- 
gin,” said Dr. Bradley. 

“The child bureau proposes to aid 
the health department ahd women’s or- 
ganized force by giving the aid of vis- 
iting nurses who, if necessary, can 
i:make a house-to-house canvass among 
the women of rural communities wher- 
they are needed. These nurses are 
trained to deal with the case of the 
rural people, and they know how to 
get to them the message which relates 
to the welfare of the child. 

“You may fail to reach some women 
with the value of the school, or with 
the message of various interests to 
women, but there is no mother who 
cannot be reached if the effort is made, 
with a message about the health of her 
baby, and her own health related 
thereto. 

“Tt is my desire to aid in this work 
in Georgia, though at present the 
United States Child bureau is being 
besieged by many states to send to 
them the same aid which is now betng 
offered by the United States Child bu- 
reau to Georgia through the health de- 
partment. 

“The organized women of Georgia 
can be most helpful in aiding first in 
the enforcement of the health laws of 
Georgia, your Ellis health. bill being 
one of the best public bills in exist- 
ence. But is it being enferced? Is 
the law requiring the registration of 
vital statistics being enforced. 

Physical Examinations. 


“T think not. Is physical examina- 
tions in our schools being Same and 
are the women of Georgia who-have or- 
ganized machinery working * hard 
enough in the matter of pushing that 
machinery into the district where it is 
most needed. In these ways can the 
organized women of Georgia be in a 
position to do the most vital work for 
the health and future welfare of the 
state. 

“This matter of the conservation of 
the child is now being pushed systemat- 
ically and through government agency 
in England, France, and in every coun- 


try now where preparedness is the 
(keynote of civilization, and where the 
health of the individual is being acted 
‘upon as the greatest national asset. 
‘It is unnecessary to state that for many 
generations the care of the child in 
Germany has been a part of the na- 
tional educational system of compul- 
sory education.

The civilian relief can also look aft- 
er the family in the matter of seeing 
that the children are sent to schools, 
and the right kind of school, and see- 
ing to it that they have the right equip- 
ment, for reconstruction must begin 
on this side of the water today, just as 
methodically as it is beginning on the 
other side of the water. It is called 
in France and Belgium the rehabilita- 
tion work of the Red Cross, but it 
means exactly what the civilian relief 
work of the Red Cross is doing at 
home with the high purpose of not 
only keeping safe the home the soldier 
left behind him, but making it even 
better than it was when he left it and 
left behind the little citizens—to be 
future soldiers. 

The public at large can co-operate 
with the Red Cross in civilian relief 
work by reporting cases to the com-

Certain individuals of the public at 
large in misguided effort, ‘ill, /when 
they hear of a case of nee. im i- 
ately give publicity to it, ask fef aid, 
etc., without referring it to the agen- 
cy whose business it is to-look after 
such cases. It may be one which the 
civilian relief has no right to handle, 
in which case it is referred to the agen- 
ey or group who have the right to 
do it. 

The same applies today to all cases 
where relief work it needed by any 
family. The Associated Charities 
stands to aid in certain cases, 

Frequently a case reported to the ci- 
vilian relief or the charities, is one 
which belongs to the Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis society: or it may be one for which 
the Y, M. C. A. or the Y. W. C. A. hasa 
special department. 

There are agencies in Atlanta now 
which cover every form of emergency 
distress, permanent distress, illness. or 
anv kind of misfortune. if people wil} 
onlv act upon the fact and report cases 
where they belong. [ff is not right, 
now, to thrust an individual case on the 
long-suffering public for relief, the 
public is already taxed for the care of 
agencies, which are established for the

thing, to spend anything from money 
up to time, to eat anything or to see 
anything, the Rotary club can direct 
him. They have even been known to 
direct a man to the postoffice to buy 
stamps—Tight across the street, 
Keep Stamps Alse. 

And, incidentally, they keep stamps 
on hand themselves, that the sol- 
dier can mail his letter even if it is 
after the hours that the employees of 
Uncle Sam do business at the stamp 
window.

The 
remainder of the occupants of his 
traverse either sit on the fire step, 
with bayonets fixed, ready for any 
emergency, or if lucky, and a dugout} 


happens to be In the near vicinity of the 
traverse, and if. the night is quiet, they 


are permitted to go to same and try 
and snatch a few winks of sleep. Lit- 
tle sleeping is done: generally the men 
sit around, smoking fags and seeing 
who can tell the biggest lie. Some of 
them perhaps, with their feet in water, 
would write home sympatHizing with 
the “governor” becayse he was laid up 


feet wet on his way to work in Wool- 
wich Arsenal. If a man should man- 
age to dope off, likely as not he would 
wake with a start as the clammy, cold 


feet of a rat passed over hie face. or 
the next relief stepped on his stomach 
while stumbling on thelr way to re- 
lieve the sentries in the trench, 

Just try to sleep with a belt full of | 
ammunition around you, your rifle bolt ' 
biting into yougtribs, entrenching tool 
handle sticking into the small of your 
back. with a tin hat for a pillow: and 
feeling very damp and _ cold, with 
“cooties” boring for oil in your arm 
pits, the air foul from the stench of 
grimy human bodies and smoke from a 
juicy pipe being whiffed into your nos¢ 
trils, then you will not wonder why 
Tommy occasionally takes a turn in the 
trench for a rest. 

While in a front-line trench orders 
forbid Tommy from removing his boots. 
puttees, clothing, or equipment. The 
“cooties” take advantage of this or- 
der and mobilize their forces, and Tom- 
my swears vengeance on them and mut- 
ters to himself, “just wait until I hit 
rest billets and am able to get my own 
back.’”’ 

Just before daylight the men “turn 
to” and tumble out of the dugouts, man 
the fire step until it gets light, or the 
welcome order “stand down” is given. 
Sometimes before “stand down” is or- 
dered, the command “five rounds rapid” 
is passed along the trench. This means 
that each man must rest his rifle on 
the top and fire as rapidly as possible 
five shots aimed toward the German 
trenches, and then duck (with the em- 
phasis on the “duck’’)>. There is a great 
rivalry between the opposing forces 
to get their rapid fire off first, because 
the early bird, in this instance, catches 
the worm—sort of gets the jump on the 
other fellow, catching him unawares.

This question was up before the last 
council, that body ‘voting to increase the 
pay of teachers together with that of fire- 
men and policemen. The mayor, however, 
thought that all could not be _ carried 
through at one time, and 80, while letting 
the others stand, hé vetoed the proposal to 
increase the remuneration of the teachers.

THE THRIFT CAMPAIGN. 


The showing made by the public schools 
of Atlanta in last week’s thrift campaign, 
the full details of which appear elsewhere in 
this issue of The Constitution, is extremely 
gratifying to the public, and one of which 
the teachers and children might well fee] 
proud. 

The entire school system lent itself splen- 
didly to this movement; every teacher lay- 


| ing the plan before the children under her 


jurisdiction and the children generally mani- 
festing an unusual and commendable inter- 
est in it. : 

As The Constitution has said, there is 
nothing that any child is learning in school 
that, from a practical standpoint, means 
more to it and to the community or to the 
nation, in the long run, than these lessons in 
thrift. 

This is the one great, fundamental] lesson 
that this country must learn; for in the mat- 
ter of thrift we are far. behind. 

The countries of Eurepe are far and 
away ahead of us in this regard. They 
waste practically nothing of value; they 
make every edge cut, and every ounce of 
substance performs its ounce of service. 

This country goes to the opposite ex- 
treme, and is perhaps the most wasteful, 
most extravagant, nation in the world. And 
of the various sections of this country, the| 
south is the most wasteful. | 

The average southerner wastes infinitely | 
more, proportionately, than does the average, 
westerner, just as the average westerner | 
wastes infinitely more, proportionately, than | 
does the average New Englander. 

If the war proves to be the means of | 
thoroughly inculcating thrift into the minds’ 
and the habits of the coming generation, in 
teaching today’s children what thrift means 
elimination of waste, 
in the kitchen, in the garden, in the store 
on the street, in the office, on the 
highway, on the farm—in that alone, what- 


ever the war costs in money, will full pay- 


ment, and with interest, be made. 


ATLANTA'S CLIMATE.

Of course, it is just as well, so far as 
Atlanta is concerned. In fact, there are ad | 
vantages for Atlanta in having the races in 
the fall, with the fair. But the fact that the 
races were not given Atlanta in July for no 
other reason than that “the weather would 
be too warm” in this city that month is; 
about the hugest joke of the new year! 

As a matter of fact, we pit Atlanta’s 
climatie record, year in and year out, for as 
ar back as the records of the weather bu-; 
reau or the memory of the oldest inhabitant ' 
zoes, against Cleveland’s any day—or against 
hat of any city north of the Potomac or the 
Ohio rivers. 

During the summer months, especially | 
July and August, heat prostrations, sun- 
stroke, and deaths from the heat and hu- 
midity, are of almost daily occurrence in 
Cleveland, and in every one of the lake and 
other middle-western northern cities. There, 
where the winters are bitterly cold, blustery 
and biting, the summers invariably are 
extremely hot, damp, blistering. The humid 
heat is withering in its intensity, and it is a 
common occurrence for people to crumple 
and fall and die on the streets under the. 


fierceness of its fury. 

Those cities lie at a low altitude, conse-! 
quently wander a heavy blanket of water. 
laden air from which there is at times no 
escape. 

Atlanta, on the other hand, is situated 
high—more than 1,000 feet—above the sea 
level, and, so far as atmospheric humidity 
goes, is dry enough, not only for safety, but 
for comfort.

London.—The determination of the United 
States to develop and extend widely her mer- 
-cantile marine should it survive the period 
of abnormal profits on shipbulding will prove 
a factor of immense importance in interna- 
tional trade, Hitherto the United States, de- 
spite her long line of double seaboard and 
the tremendous growth in her foreign trade, 
has been content to have her ocean-carrying 
done for her. The amount of her trade car- 
ried in her own bottoms has been almost 
neglible.

The Shame of Georgia’s Showing In 


The Answers to the Questionnaire 


Editor Constitution: I am from the coun- 
try, and have to work about 72 hours each 
week, but have a chance to read occasionally 
and notice the trend of events and want to 
make a few observations, which you might 
discuss at length through the columns of 
your paper for the benefit of the people of 
Georgia, if you think they amount to any- 
thing. 

I will begin my remarks by saying that 
the questionnaire will carry intelligence to 
Washington from Georgia that is alarming 


|and a disgrace to the state. 


The questionnaire will disclose to thosa in 
very little has been done 
for the young men of Georgia in an educa- 
tional way. It will show that hundreds and 
hundreds of young men in Georgia, between 
the ages of 21 and 31 years, the very flow- 
er of our young manhood in Georgia, the 
country boys and the boys from the towns 
and cities, are uneducated, have had no edu- 
cational advantages or at least have not 
taken advantage of their opportunities, if 
they have had any. 

The questionnaire will show that most 
of the young men who have been questioned 
are married, that a majority of them have 
passed the second grade in school; 
that hundreds of them cannot sign their 
names; that ninety out of every hundred 
have never been to college and that the same 
proportion have never kad any technical 
training and that 50 per cent of those mar- 
ried have more children in their homes than 
they paseed grades in the public schools of 
this state, and that 75 per cent of the 


mothers of these children are in a bad state j 


of health. 
The questionnaire will disclose the fact 


that there are hundreds of young men in 
Georgia making fine salaries, who own con- 
siderable property and yet pay no taxes to 
the county in which they live, except, per- 
haps, poll tax. 

The questionnaire will show that there are 
more deformed, warped, withered-limbed, 
crooked-limbed, hard of hearing or deaf, 
young men between the ages of 21 and $1 


i'than could possibly be imagined. 


The point I am driving at, however, in 
this connection is that there must be an ed- 
ucational awakening in Georgia along some 
lines that will reach the young men and 
boys, who are to be the future voters, the 
future heads of families, the future fathers 
of Georgia children. 

Too many young men in Georgia, the 
heads of families, cannot read and write. 
Too many of these young men have never 
been to school. Too many of these 
young men have never passed the 
second grade in school. Too many of these 
young men have never been to college, Too 
many of this class have never had any tech- 
or especial training for their life’s 
work. 

The questionnaire will reveal the fact 
that this state needs some experts in every 
community in Georgia to teach the young 
men how to write, how to read, how to spell 
and how to make figures. 

The questionnaise will disclose the fact 
that our educational system in Georgia has 
been a failure. 

The questionnaire will show to the peo- 
ple of Georgia that they must open their 
eyes; that they must put dynamite under ey- 
ery obstacle in the way of education in Geor-

We need less picture shows and carnivals 
and more work; we need less coca-cola and 
more school books; we need more intelligence 
and energy and less government control—in 
other words the average community in Geor- 
gia needs to go back to the old way of be- 
ing self-sustaining and see that no boy or 
girlinthis state inthe future growsup with- 
out at least a common school education, an 
education that is practical, at least, and that 
will fit them for the every-day duties and 
responsibilities of life. 

The people need to put more in salaries 
for the Georgia teachers. 

The school houses in Georgia need a sol- 
id, well-plastered black-board around al! the 
lower space on the walls of every school 
room. 

Every school room needs a teacher that 
is alive; that is educated to the very highest 
possible standard of efficiency: that is con- 
secrated to the work, and the quicker we be- 
gin to get them and pay them, the quicker we 
will begin to get results that will count. 

To begin to overcome this deplorable con- 
dition in Georgia, the governor of this state 
and the state school superintendent should 
devise some plan by which the people of

wide dependence of the whole world on the 
British merchant service for its international 
trade. The fact had always been there, but 
sO smoothly and efficiently had British ship- - 
owners managed their business that the 
world was content to leave the bulk of the 
transport trade across the ocean’s highways 
in their hands. Then came the war, and 
suddenly a large percentage—which has 
in proportion during the last three 


from trade and devoted to purposes of war. 
Freight Rates Advanced Suddenly. 
Traders in far distant ports suddenly 
found themselves cut off from their custom-. 
ers for lack of tonnage, and the whole busi- 
ness of ocean-carrying ha@ to be reviewed in 
the light of the new and unprecedented cri- 
sis. Freights went up by leaps and bounds 


and the world over wharves and warehouses 


were stocked with goods which had suddenly 
been rendered immobile. 

The United States was for a time partic- 
ularly hard hit. Only about 14 per cent of 
her international trade was carried by Amer- 
ican ships. Of the rest, over 50 per cent was 
carried in British ships while the remaining 
36 per cent was carried by the ships of other 
nations. The bulk of this 36 per cent was 
carried in German ships and within a week 
or two of war the British navy had made the 
seas particularly unhealthy for them. 

Relief was brought to some extent to the 
critical situation caused in American inter- 
national trade by this sudden withdrawal of 
transport facilities by the diversion of British 
ships from elsewhere to the Atlantic trade. 
The United States was a vast and inexhausti- 
ble source of supplies essential to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war and every 
effort was made to see that sufficient trans- 
port was available for the purpose. You 
cannot provide ships where they do not ex- 
ist, however, and the stfgin of war, the de- 
struction of ships and other causes have all 
had their effect in reducing the amount of 
tonnage. 

Strong Pesition After the War. 

Today the United States is engaged in lay- 
ing the foundation of a great mercantile 
marine. British shipowners realize that the 
efforts now being made are something more 
than the many agitations which have risen 
and died down in the United States on this 
subject during the past twenty years. They 
realize that after the war British dominance 
in the ocean-carrying trade of the world will 
be challenged seriously, and they are won- 
dering what the outcome will be. . 

This merchant shipping supremacy which 
Great Britain has enjoyed for so many years 
is no small thing. In the first place it fs 
estimated on reliable authority that during 
the years immediately prior.to the war, the 
world was paying this country anything from 
$50 000.000 to $750.000,000 a year for the serv- 
ice rendered by British ships. Then there 
is no doubt that the fact that London has en- 
joved the advantage of being the monetary 
center of the world is at least in part due to 
the facilities offered by British shipping, 
There are 46 great Anglo-Colonial and Angloe 
foreign banks engaged in financing the trade 


| of the empire and of the world with deposits 


aggregating $32,000,000.000 and capital and re- 
serves totaling $500,000,000. The profits these 
institutions have been.able to make are part 
of the tribute the world has paid for ite 
dependence on British shipping. 

These are advantages which cannot be 
thrown lightly away, and British shipowners 
may be relied on to make a great fight to. 
maintain their position in the world of ocean 
transport.

IF RUSSIA ACCEPTS 
PEACE OFFERS SLAVS 
WILL BE ENSLAVED 


Fullest Possible Restitution 
and Reparation on Other 
Fronts of Small Moment 
Compared to Enslavement 
of. Slavs by Germans.

Several weeks ago I foreshadowed 
here the character of Germany’s peace 
proposal so far as eastern Europe was 
concerned. The fact, has borne out 
the forecast. Germafy has demanded 
of Russia the cession, under the guise 
of an utterly false application of the 
principle of nationality, of the terri- 
‘tory she has occupied during the war 
and, in addition, much of the Baltic 
provinces. This would deprive the Rus- 
sians of all their Baltic seacoast and 
take from them upward of 120,000 
square mifles, a territory as large as 

Italy. 

In the present article I desire to set 
forth in some detail the underlying 


facts in the German proposals, to which | 


the Austrians are bound to give assent, 
since their own freedom of action has 
been lost to them. Actually what Ger- 
many is endeavoring to accomplish is 
to deprive all the Slav world of eco- 
nomic freedom by seizing its exits to 
the seas, and at the same time to put 
under her own control more than a 
third of the Slavs of Europe through 
her own, Austrian and Bulgarain peace 
proposals. 
Germans Outnumbered. 
To start at the beginming, there are 


in Europe some 125,008,000 Slavs and, 


75,000,000 Germans. Not only do the 
Slavs outnumber the Germans greatly, 
but they occupy vastly larger terrfto- 
ries, are more prolific and are cer- 
tain within a brief number of decades 
to become far stronger in numbers; 
overwhelmingly superior, in fact. Un- 
less the German can prevent the unifi- 
cation of the Slav race or some sort of 
sympathetic association his position in 
Europe is ultimately doomed, so far as 
this position means the domination of 


the continent and the possession of 


world power. 

Fortunately for the Germans, the 
Slav populations are not concentrated, 
but widely separated. Nor are there 
merely geographical barriers between 
the various elements of Slavdom; relig- 
ion and tradition also divide the Slavs. 
Thus, while 92,000,000 Slavs in Russia, 
4,000,000 in Germany and 17,000,000 in 
Austria-Hungary are separated by no 
geographical or linguistic barriers, 
6.000.000 in Bohemia are almost entirely 
surrounded by German-speaking popu- 
lations and 12,000,000 southern Slavs 
are cut off from the main mass by 
Hungarian and German-speaking dis- 
tricts of Austria. In the same way, 
while the mass of the Slavs are Ortho- 
dox—that .is, belong to the Greek 
church—the Poles and the Croatians 
are Roman Catholic. 

As long as Germany was content to 
follow the Bismarckian policy which 
aimed at preserving the Germany cre- 
ated in the last century, and not at 
setting forth upon a world adventure 
of power, there was only one Slav prob- 
lem for the German, and this was sup- 
plied by his 4.000,000 Poles in eastern 


ssia. In a population of 68,000,000 
car anve o few hundred thousand Ger- 
man by racé and speech, this was not 
a great problem, despite the difficul- 
ties and annoyances incident to the 
undying desire of the Poles for the 
restoration of their old nation.

50,000,000 inhabitants of Auatria-Hun- 
gary not fewer than 24,000,000 are 
Slavs, while the two controlling ele- 
ments, the Germans and the Magyars, 
number but 22,000,000 combined. The 
remaining 4,000,000, Rumanians and 
Italians, having centrifugal aspira- 
tions, are thus natural allies of the 
Slavs, not of the Magyars and Teu- 
tons, and these two elements were thus 
in a minority in Austria-Hungary. 
This situation had been temporarily 


ameliorated in Austria by the liberties 
bestoweu by the Austrians upon the 
Poles. tEive millions of Poies in Gali- 
cia were allowed to act within that 
province as masters, both of themselves 
and of 4,000,000 Ruthenians, and their 
support to the German element in Aus- 
tria enabled it to maintain a control, 
always in danger, but never over- 
thrown. 

Since 1900, however, the situation in 
Austria has been steadily turning 
against the German and the Magyar. 
Every year the Slav population gained 
in numbers proportionately, every year 
its demands for political liberty in- 
creased, every year its sympathies, 
natural, racial and religious, with the 
main mass of the Slavs outside the 
Hapsburg empire increased. Finally the 
successful Serbian campaign in the two 
Balkan wars brought about a situation 
in which the future domination of the 
German and Magyar minorities in the 
dual monarchy seemed unmistakably 
doomed. Even the Poles were stirring 
and turning their thoughts once more 
to a restored Poland, and once the 
Poles should throw their lot in with 
the other Slavs, the Germans and their 
partners, the Magyars, were doomed 
and the Slavonic majority in Austria- 
Hungary was bound to take the reins, 
thus destroying all the German ambi- 
tions of creating a Mitteleuropa ex- 
tending from Berlin to Bagdad, 
through Austria-Hungary and the 


Balkans.

Now, bearing these facts in mind, 
what is the German policy? Obviously 
to seek to divide the Slavs in such a 
way that their numbers will no longer 
be formidable and that for fifty years 
at least Germany will be free to con- 
solidate her road to the Near East, to 
build her great Mitteleuropa and to 
complete her effort to dominate the 
worth To do this she must detach 
some rtions of the Slavs from the 
great Russian bulk; she must, in addi- 
tion, take measures to suppress the 
hopes of the southern Slavs.

Nearly 6,000,000 Slavs of the Baltic 
provinces are to be abstracted from the 
bulk of Slavdom and placed under 
Prussian control; 12,000,000 peoples, 
five-sixths of them Poles—-that 13, 
Slavs—are to be taken from Ruvsia 
and assigned temporarily or perma- 
nently to the Austrians, but Germany 
is to retain their outlets upon the sea 
and thus the economic supremacy in 
this new state. Here, then, are up- 
ward of 16,000,000 Slavs subtracted from 
the central Slav block. 

Now, in addition, it is plain that the 
Germans and Austrians contemplate 
some temporary arrangement which 
will throw the Galician Slava into the 
new Polish state, thus removing the 
Slavs who give the Slavonic element a 
majorit in Austria proper. With 
9,000,000 Poles and Ruthenians thus 
eliminated, the German-speaking ele- 
ment would regain numerical suprem- 
acy in Au‘tria and be able to deal »ith 
the Czechs and southern Slavs as it 
chose.

France, January 12.—Dusk is falling 
over the village of C., and the star 
shells are rising over trenches that 
seem very near at hand.

To 
illustrate: The brothers of quite a num- 
ber have entered United States service 
and the sisters have had to assume 
financial burdens in the home and fam- 
ily. Three are educating younger sis- 
ters. Two have been very ill and can- 
not teach before Christmas, if at all this 
year. Eight are taking second year in 
school. Sixteen left school in June and 
have just begun to earn salaries. Some 
accounts are of long standing, but with 
few exceptions are still “good.” One 
earns $100 a month as county agent in 
state rural work. One is teaching biol- 
ogy and chemistry for $80 a month. 
Two draw $75 a month in high schools. 
Several hold positions as principals. 
The majority earn from $40 to $50 a 
month; some even less. Hardly a living 
wage these days. Prudence and patience 
generally bring results, but we look 
hopefully forward to the day when wé 
will have a definite income. 

5.—The gifts from individuals are not 
as large as last vear.

War Conditions Reflected. 


8.—Our work reflects war conditions. 
The necessity for better training for 
our young people is emphasized as 
never before. Colleges and schools of 
gvery rank and class are full to over- 
flowing, and courses of study are being 
enlarged or modified to meet present 
conditions. Boys and girls of every 
walk in life are crying “We must learn 
how to do something,” and the student 
aid committee is being called upon to 
make that training possible for some 
who could not otherwise obtain it. Call 
to mind what is being done in Europe 
just to keep children in school. A 
prominent educator of New York has 
recently said: “After the war the eyes 
of the world must turn to the school. 
People will be more vitally interested 
than ever before, for they will realize 
that in education lies our true national 
strength. The war? Why, the war is 
for children.” A most significant ut- 
terance, striking the heart of the ques- 
tion! i 

The student aid foundation is doing 
its part, smal)! though it be, and is the 
federation’s expression of the wisdaem 
of training people who can hbhecome 
trainers of children and thus help to 
meet the proBlems and complicated con- 
ditions of days to come. We must live 
and work for the future as well as for 
the present. Let us not forget this in 
the stress and strain of newer demands 
upon our purses and our principles. 
Service we. are giving, but the day is 
at hand when if we really serve, we 
must sacrifice in order to maintain our 
foothold and answer, in the days to 
come, a larger and louder call for this 
peculiar and timely duty to which we 
have pledged our loyalty. 

Continue then to send us your gifts 
and your girls. 

Watch and encourage those who are 
making a brave struggle, and help us 
in all possible ways by word and deed 
to “hold the fort,” or, better still, “go 


over the top.”
